In the next place, . to diſcover to you how long this

" quainted with the Defign of introducing a new Govern- 
| | ment, 
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ment, or:new Religion, but not' with the Deſign of , © 
raking away his own Life, «his ſometimes hath preyail'd 
with: him not to believe; rhatthe ſame Party with whom 
he himſelfis in a Conſpiracy, ſhould have any ſuch other 
- Plot agaiiiſt his Life. But thisT hope is not our caſt, 
for that no Religion or Government can be ſo mnch for. 
. his Majeſties advantage, as that which is eftabliſh'd 
amongſt us: Since in Popery,although his Majeſty would 
be made abſolute over his Subjedts, yet his flavery to the 
Pope would be fo great, that as well his Liberty as his 
Revennes would be'much leſs than now.

a Monk. Furthermore, to Jet you ſee that in the time 
of Popery, Princes lived not ſo/ peaceably as now, be 
Pleas'd to obſerve, that betwixt the Conqueſt and our 
Reformation, ſeven of our ExglihKings were murther'd, 
viz. King John, Richard.l. Edward I. Richard Il. Ed- 
ward V. Fenry VI. and Richard III. (not to: mention 
the Emperor Eenry VII. who was poyſon'd in the Eucha- 
riſt by one Bermard a Monk, nor Herry II. of Fraxce, 
ſtabb'd by Clement the Monk, nor Herry IV. of France, 
ſtabb'd by.

The ſecond Motive which may incline a Prince to dif- 
believe the report of a Plot, is from his own good nature 
and clemency, which makes him not expe any ill from 
thoſe to-whom he has been ſo kind. But this is a falla- 
cijous way of arguing ; for a Prince who would preſerve 
himſelt.againſt Conſpiracy,. 1s to have an £ye rather _—_

revenge. We ſee therefore, that where any great Con- 
 fpiracy has been made, it has been moſt commonly be- 
gun by ſuch as were moſt familiar with the Prince, and 
moſt in-his favours for fo it- was in the Conſpiracy of 
Perennins again{t Commodes, Plantianus againſt Severus, 
Sejanus againſt Tiberixs 3 all which were Favourites,and 
- highly oblig'd by their ſeveral Emperors. So that what 
ever Prince truſts too much to the friendſhip of his dear- 
eſt Favourites, nay to his own Brother, may ſometimes 
find himſelf deceiv'd. The Earlof Campobache ( whom 
I mention'd before ) had received Favours, ſufficient 
to have oblig'd him more faithfully to his Maſter the 
Duke, than he afterwards proved. Zrutas wasas dear, 
and-.(many think) as nearly related to C2ſar, as any Bro- 
ther, but yet we ſee he had a hand in his Murther. The 
nearer a Friend is, the nearer is he to be my Reir, there- 
fore the more likely to wiſh my death. . Friends are of-
